2 As D1 discloses all the features of independent claim 1 of the present application 
(see D1 , par. 25, 37), the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 
33(2) PCT and therefore the present application does not meet the criteria of Article 
33(1) PCT. 

3 A similar objection applies to independent claim 7, which discloses a medium 
carrying instructions corresponding to the method defined in claim 1 . Therefore, the 
subject-matter of claim 7 is also not new in the sense of Art. 33(2) PCT. 

4 Dependent claims 2-6 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT). 

5 Similar reasonings could be based on D2, the relevant passages being indicated in 
the search report.
